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1957-58 SCHOOL YEAR SEES 


ADVANCE IN EDUCATIONAL WORK 


Last year we announced that 18,163 stu- 
dents had been contacted in the high schools 
September '56 to June '57. For a like period 
ending June '58, 25,436 boys and girls heard 
the lecture "Ethyl Is Not A Lady’ with many 
taking part in the question and answer period 
which follows each talk. The various schools 
also tended to nave us address smaller groups 
of students making the presentations more 
effective. Last year the average group ad- 
dressed numbered 116 students. For the 
school year just ended the average group 
numbered 90. 

Is the school program an effective medium 
for reaching teenagers? Should we, as some 
have suggested, try to reach these young 
people through the Sunday School instead ? 

If Mr. Uncle and Mr. Lewis were each able 
to visit a Church School every Sunday speak- 
ing to a group of 90 teenagers, and there are 
few church schools that have that large a 
group, it would take two years and nine months 
for the two men to contact the same number 
of boys and girls as reached in the public 
schools during the nine month period Septem- 
ber 15 to June 15, 1958. 

It is obvious that if the churches will sup- 
port the League in this work we shall be able 
to do abundantly more in the schools than it 
would be possible to accomplish by limiting 
our activity to the churches.

DIDN'T LAST 


Dr. W. Hamilton Aulenbach is pastor of the 
Christ and St. Michaels Episcopal church in 
Philadelphia. 


He is a very Courageous and picturesque 
man, a decided extrovert. He 
also is the only member of 
the executive committee of 
the Pennsylvania Temperance 
League representing the 
Protestant Episcopalchurch. 


Recently he told his con- 
gregation he would no longer 
bore them by preaching a- 
gainst drinking, since it had 
not done any good. Out of a 
group of 16 men in his con-

said. 


He told his congregation he was resigning 
from the League board, as apparently this was 
what they would like to have him do. 


He wrote Superintendent Ewing to this effect 
and his resignation was accepted with great 
reluctance and sympathy. Furthermore the 
League president and superintendent were in- 
structed to call on Dr. Aulenbach to see if 
some way might be devised for him to continue 
on the League's official body. 


It turned out that Dr. Aulenbach was just 
waiting for us, also that his sermon wasa dare 
to his congregation and to find out how they 
would respond, 


At the time of our visit he had received 
scores of letters and practically every one 
took him to task for dropping out of "a worthy 
cause". 


In his news bulletin the following month 
Dr. Aulenbach published many of these most 
interesting replies.

DOES ONE DRINK MAKE 
A DIFFERENCE 


Andrew C. Ivy, M.D., Ph.D., D.Sc., LL.D., 
vice president of the University of Illinois and 
Chairman of the National Committee for the 

Prevention of Alcohol- 
ism, has frequently been 
quoted regarding the ef- 
fect of small quantities 
of alcohol upon the skill 
of a driver. 

Dr. Ivy does not imply 
it is all right to drink 
but he does warn thatif 
a person has beendrink- 
ing he should wait a 
length of time, in pro- 
portion to his drinking, 


before driving. 


According to Dr. Ivy a 
person should not drive 
for 30 minutes after one 
drink. 


Two drinks and the driver 
should wait two hours after 
the second drink before 
driving. 


Three drinks and the driver 
should wait four hours after 
the third drink before driv- 
ing. 


For each additional drink the drinker should 
wait two additional hours before driving. 
Dr. Ivy states that after having one or two 
drinks the driver is not necessarily drunk 
according to legal definitions but that the 
amount of alcohol in one or two drinks can 
slow up the reaction time of the driver, it 
can affect his judgement and it can impair 
his coordination. These combine to make 
the "had been drinking" driver a dangerous 


driver on any highway.
